Comptroller Authorized to Apply 
To National Banks Any Emergency 
Powers Exercised by States 


Measure Applies for Six Months Unless Ex- 
tended by President—Rushed Through 
Congress Almost Unanimously.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—Con- 
gress today almost unanimously ap- 
proved the resolution sponsored by 
Senator Couzens (Rep.), Michigan, 
authorizing and enabling Federal 
banking officials to co-operate with 
state officials in the present bank- 
ing emergency. 

This is accomplished by giving 
the Comptroller, with the approval 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
authority to place national banks 
of any state under the same special 
regulations as may be made fur the 
state banks by the State authorities. 

After the House, by a standing 
vote of 241 to 4, passed the bill un- 
der a special rule hurriedly report- 
ed by the Rules Committee, the 
Senate almost immediately unani- 
mously concurred in the minor 
amendments of the House. The 
original Couzens bill was approved 
by the House Wednesday. 

The bill will be rushed to the 
White House, where it is expected 
the President will give it his ap- 
proval, probably today. 

The bill was passed by the House 
under a special rule which limited 
debate to 40 minutes and prohibited 
amendments. This unusual action 
was taken by Speaker Garner be- 
cause of the bank holiday in Mary- 
land decreed by Gov. Albert C. 
Ritchie. 

Nub of the Resolution. 

The important paragraph of the 
amended resolution is as follows: 

“With the approval of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, the Comptrol- 
ler of the Currency shall have and 
may exercise to such an extent as 
he deems advisable with respect to 
any national banking institution, 
any powers which the state officials 
having supervision of state banks, 
savings banks or trust companies 
in the state in which such national 
banking institutions are located 
may have with respect to such in- 
stitutions under state laws now in 
force or hereafter enacted.” 


that the powers granted to the 
Comptroller shall terminate six 
months from the President's ap- 
proval of the legislation, unless the 
President by proclamation extends 
these powers for an additional six 
months. 

The object of the proposed emer- 
gency legislation is to put national 
banks in the same position, if de- 
sirable, as state banks in those 
states where state laws of perma- 
nent or emergency nature, give 
state officials greater latitude than 
national officials. 

The Michigan Legislature has al- 
ready passed emergency banking 
legislation applicable to state banks 
and Maryland is expected to act by 
Tuesday. Other states are said 
to be considering similar legisla- 


tion. 
“Freezing” Assets. 

It is expected that Maryland and 
the other states will follow more 
or less closely the emergency laws 
of Michigan. Under that law state 
banking examiners may permit any 
state bank to “freeze” such parts of 
its deposits as are represented by 
the bank’s “frozen” assets. The 
amended Couzens resolution would 
authorize similar freezing of de- 
osits in national banks. 

Under the Michigan law, if a 
bank has 75 per cent of its assets 
liquid, as represented by cash and 
government bonds, the state offi- 
cials could order that depositors be 
permitted to check out only 75 per 
cent of their deposits. For the re- 
maining 25 per cent of their de- 
posits, the depositors might receive 
participating certificates in the froz- 
en assets to the amount of their 
claim. They could also be protect- 
ed by a certificate of preferred 
stock of the bank to the full 
amount of their claims, so that un- 
til the claims are fully paid, the 
bank could not declare a dividend 
on its stock. Under this plan, a 
bank that had virtually all of its 
assets liquid could do business as 
usual. On the other hand, deposi- 
tors in some banks might be lim-

BRITISH ISLES 
ARE HARD HIT BY 
SNOW AND COLD 


Seven Deaths Reported and 
Bus, Train and Ship Travel 
Delayed—Villages Isolated.

LONDON, Feb. 25. — Railroad 
schedules were disrupted and com- 


munication lines were down in 
many places today as a result of 
a great snowstorm that swept over 
the British Isles. . 

The cold was intense. Many were 
injured in accidents due to the 
storm. There were seven deaths. 
Thousands of outdoor workers were 
kept from their jobs temporarily. 
Ireland, Wales and Yorkshire were 
hardest hit but effects of the storm 
were felt everywhere in the United 
Kingdom. 

Anxiety for a bus load of 80 chil- 
dren stranded in South Wales snow- 
drifts was relieved this morning 
when it was learned they were all 
safe. They had started from Aber- 
dare, Wales, for Neyland, Pem- 
brokeshire, a distance of 70 miles, 
for a choir festival.

JAPANESE PUSH ON 
INTO JEHOL, TAKE 
IMPORTANT CTY 


Mikado’s Troops Capture 
Chaoyang, Second Big- 
gest Place in Province, 
After Sharp Clash. 


FLEEING DEFENDERS 
' BOMBED FROM AIR 


New Drive Started Between 
Two Previous Offensives 
—Armies Likely to Con- 
verge at Capital. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHINCHOW, Manchuria, Feb. 25. 


—Japanese troops under Lieuten- 
ant-General Yoshimichi Suzuki cap- 
tured Chaoyang, second largest city 
in Jehol province today and con- 
tinued to advance toward Jehol 
City. At the Japanese military base 
here it was said that Chinese de- 
fending forces had fled and Jap- 
anese airplanes hastened the Chi- 
nese on their way. 

Although early dispatches had 


said the entry into Chaoyang was 
without resistance, later dispatches 
said the Chinese defenders put up 
a stiff fight on the road east of the 
city. 5 

The Chinese were said to be re- 
treating toward Jehol and Chih- 
feng, with Japanese flyers harrying 
them on roads southeast and south- 
west of Chaoyang. 

Third Japanese Drive. 

Japanese reports disclosed that a 
new advance into Jehol had been 
started from Changwu, Midway be- 
tween here and Tungliao, starting 
points of the big drives begun 
earlier this week. A part of Lieu- 
tenan-General Masayemon Saka- 
moto’s Sixth Division, Japanese ad- 
vices said was | 
tung, just Inside ~ Jeh 
dary. Ahegd of them, Chinese 
forces were said to be fleeing west- 
ward. 

Kailu, about 70 miles northwest 
of Suitung, was reported occupied 
yesterday by Gen. Sakamoto’s main 
command, Major-General Kenno- 
suke Mogi’s cavalry and the Man- 
chukio army under Gen. Chang 
Hai-peng, after a 40-mile advance 
from Tungliao. 

The northern and southern de- 
fenses, at least, are aiming to con- 
verge at Jehol city, the metropolis 
and capital, 250 miles southwest of 
Kailu and less than 150 miles 
southwest of Chaoyang. 

Following the lifting of censor- 
ship today on military reports, it 
was learned the Japanese said there 
was no opposition at Kailu but that 
there was some fighting in the ad- 
vance on Chaoyang. 

Occupation of Peipiao. 

It was disclosed that Gen. Suzu- 
ki’s army, veterans of the battle of 
Shanhaikwan last month, left 
Chinchow on the night of Feb. 20 
and, after a vigorous thrust along 
the railroad, occupied Peipiao on 
the afternoon of Feb. 21. , 

The Chinese were reported to 
have left many dead and fled 
northwestward, while Chaoyang, the 
next objective of the Japanese, was 
20 miles to the southwest. One 
Japanese was reported killed. 

Gen. Tang Yu-lin, Chinese Gov- 
ernor of Jehol, announced yester- 
day that 30,000 Japanese troops 
with tanks and bombing planes be- 
gan a terrific assault on Chaoyang 
Thursday night after a three-day 
aerial bombardment. He said 
Chinese were still holding the city 
yesterday. 

A bitter wind whipped across the 
region with the temperature at 10 
below zero. 

Surrenders and defections of 
Chinese volunteer defense armies, 
the Japanese command said, made 
estimates of the number of Chinese 
effectives in Jehol most difficult. 
The concensus of authorities now 
was that they totaled 125,000. The 
Japanese army totals 60,000, the 
largest every brought to the con- 
tinent since the Russo-Japanese 
war. 

Surrender of Chinese. 

About 20,000 Chinese in north- 
east Jehol are said to have already 
surrendered. This included Gen. 
Tsui Hsing-wu’s garrison in Kailu. 
About 15,000 Chinese in the Lupeh 
region, north of Kailu, are reported 
to have joined the Japanese side 
earlier in the week after pledging 
allegiance to the State of Manchu- 
kuo. The announced purpose of the 
Jehol campaign is to bring that 
state under the Japanese-sponsored 
Manchukuo Government.

Injections of Glucose Made 
by Doctors in Effort to 
Save Life of Executive

MIAMI, Fla., Feb. 25.—Oxygen 
and a transfusion of blood were 
resorted to by physicians today as 
they worked te save the life of 
Mayor Anton J. Cermak of Chi- 
After this morning's electro- 
enrdiogram (heart action chart) 
showed “widéspread heart muscle 
damage,” an oxygen tent was set 
up over the mayor's bed to pro- 
vide a richer supply of oxygen to 
the blood. Then, to fill out the 
blood volume and provide a bet. 
ter basis for the heart to work 
upon’’ the blood transfusion was 
decided on. 

Drs. Frederick Tice and Karl 
Meyer announced at 3:35 p. m., 
that Mayor Cermak’s condition “‘is 
more promising now.“ ä 

Dr. R. Sam Moseley of Mont 
gomery, Ala., an intern at Jackson 
Memorial Hospital, where Cermak 
lies, gave the blood. The trans- 
fusion was indirect, the blood be- 
ing taken from Moseley in the 
laboratory and transferred to 
Cermak in his sick room. 

Improvement Reported. 

It was said at 3 p. m. after the 
transfusion that the Mayor was 
“definitely better.” 

President-elect Roosevelt called 
by telephone and Edward 8. Kelly, 
chairman of the South Park Im- 
provement Board of Chicago, told 
Roosevelt there had been “a pick- 
up” in Cermak’s condition. 

“We are beginning today to use 
the oxygen tent,” Dr. E. S. Nichol, 
Miami heart specialist, announced 
at the conclusion of a bulletin. 

Dr. Nichol said: “We are re 
sorting to the oxygen tent to de 
termine if it helps the patient to 


breathe easier and slows down 
the pulse. If it makes the 
tient more comfortable it will be 
continued indefinitely.” 

The official bulletin of the condi- 
tion, read by attending physicians 
at 10:30 a. m., said: 

“Mayor Cermak’s condition re- 
mains practically unchanged so far 
as can be determined by physical 
examination.

Last Monday, the afternoon the 
young woman disappeared, police 
reported Mrs. Allen telephoned Miss 
Fitzgerald's mother, Mrs. Charles 
H. Fitzgerald, saying, “I want to see 
Mary.” ‘ 


Did Not Return From Allen's. 
Shortly, police recounted, the 
young woman left home, remark- 


ing: 

“Well, I think Tul go over and 
see what Mrs. Allen wants. Then 
I'll go downtown and get fitted for 
a dress and I'll be home in time for 
supper.” 

She did not return. Her body 
was found the following day on a 
beach of Puget Sound, with her au- 
tomobile nearby. She had drowned, 
Coroner’s deputies said. 

Her parents at first rejected the 
official explanation of suicide, but 
later agreed it seemed logical. 

Authorities have been unable to 
trace Miss Fitzgerald's movements 
after leaving the Allen home, al- 
though they said she had been seen 
with a man about two hours later 
in the downtown area.

Serator Kinney of St. Louis has introduced a State 
housing law, whose passage would greatly facilitate 
the movement to raze old tenements and replace them 
with modern dwellings at low rentals. The bill en- 
ables cities over 300,000 population to set up non- 
salaried housing commissions to report on hous 
ing conditions, and to supervise housing corpora- 
tions, also authorized by the act. These corporations 
would have the right of acquiring property by con- 
demnation, and to build mass housing units, subject 
to strict limitations on earnings, rental to be charged, 
the area of operation and so on. 

New York, Texas and, more lately, Ohio have 
similar housing laws and, in the last-named State, 
housing projects have begun in Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
Toledo and Youngstown. The impetus in Oo and 
in Texas arose from the announcement of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation last summer that it 
would lend money at low rates to limited dividend 
corporations set up under state housing laws.

The Recognition of Russia 


F the United States is to alter its Russian 

policy, there are the strongest reasons for 

believing that the best time to do it is 
at the very beginning of the new adminis- 
tration. President Hoover and Secretary 
Stimson could not have recognized Russia 
during the last year without making it ap- 
pea: in Tokio that they were acting, not 
upon the merits of the question, but in or- 
der to bring pressure upon Japan. Recog- 
nition would have been interpreted as a 
diplomatic move to strengthen the opposi- 
tion to the Japanese policy in Manchuria. 

But with a change of administration, it 
is possible to alter our Russian policy with- 
out arousing too great fear in Japan. For, 
though the Japanese militarists may be ex- 
pected to put the worst possible construc- 
tion upon such a move, reasonable and edu- 
cated Japanese opinion ought to understand 
that a new administration is entitled to re- 
consider an old policy. 

Our present policy was laid down by the 
Wilson administration in the form of a note 
by the Secretary of State, Bainbridge Colby, 
dated Aug. 10, 1920. Succeeding Republican 
administrations have followed its general 
principles. Perhaps the simplest statement 
is to be found in President Coolidge’s mes- 
sage of Dec. 6, 1923, when he stated that 
recognition would be granted “whenever 
there appears any disposition to compensate 
our citizens who were despoiled, and to rec- 
ognize that debt contracted with our Gov- 
ernment, not by the Czar, but by the newly 
formed Republic of Russia; whenever the 
active spirit of enmity to our institutions is 


debts which, having a specific origin, were 
extinguished by the very fact that Russia, 
having withdrawn from the war without 
participating in the division of its advan- 
tages, could not assume its costs, the Rus- 
sian delegation has declared itself ready to 
accept liability for the payment of public 
debts, provided that the damages caused to 
Russia by the Allied intervention and biock- 
ade be recognized.” Secretary Hughes 
shortly afterward took the position that 
“the American Government has not incurred 
liabilities to Russia. 

It is a highly debatable question, which 
can hardly be settled by our own ex-parte 
assertion. From August, 1918, to October, 
1919, American-troops invaded Russian ter- 
ritory from Archangel in North Russia and 
from Vladivostok in Siberia. The United 
States was not at war with Russia, but 
her troops were on Russian soil fighting 
Russian armies, and it is by no means clear 
that this intervention did not make us liable 
for damages under international law. The

LOUDERBAEK CASE 


Some Say New Articles of 


Impeachment Must Be 
Voted If Trial Does Not 
Begin This Session. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—-Plans 
for c. Senate trial of Federal Judge 
Harold TLouderback of California 
were pushed forward today in the 
House to hasten’ to final decision 


the twelfth impeachment case in 


history to come before Congress. 

The House impeached the juris: 
yesterday for “misdemeanors in 
office’ by a 183 to 142 vote. The 
House plans to appoint its mana 
gers as early as possible to prose- 
cute the case before the Senate. 

In San Francisco Judge Louder- 
back handed to newspaper men a 
statement saying: “I weicome the 
opportunity to meet before the 
United States Senate, face to face, 
all accusers and openly and fairly 
submit my case.” 

He would not discuss the charges 
founded on his handling of receiv- 
ership cases, nor would he comment 
on a statement by Representative 
La Guardia (Rep.), New York, that 
it was customary for Judges who 
have been impeached to retire 
until the Senate has acted. 

After the House vote, La Guardia 
said he would communicate with 
the senior Circuit Judge presiding 
over Louderback’s district about 
the jurist relinquishing his duties 
until after the trial. 

There seems little thance on the 
Senate side for taking up the case 
before adjournment March 4, and 
there is a difference of opinion on 
whether the House would have to 
vote on the charges again next 
session. 

Senator Borah (Rep.), of Idaho, 
suggested this was necessary but 
Ashurst of Arizona, a Democratic 
member of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee, said the Senate before adjourn- 
ment could set a date for the tria! 
and that would suffice. 

La Guardia and Chairman Sum- 
ners of the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee sided with Ashurst. Sum- 
ners says the Senate is a con- 
tinuing body and if it obtains juris- 
diction of the case this session it 
can act later. 

He also advocates a new and 
more economical procedure for the 
trial. Instead of having the wit- 
nesses go before the Senate and 
take up the time of that entire 
body, he proposes that a committee 
be appointed to take depositions. 

The last impeachment voted by 
the House was against Federal 
Judge George W. English of the 
Eastern Illinois District on April 
1. 1926. He resigned before the trial. 

A resolution naming five Repre- 
sentatives to prosecute Louderback 
was prepared by the House Judici- 
ary Committee today.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 25. — 
Troops were ordered to the IIIi- 
nois’ capital and Sangamon County 
today in an attempt to maintain 
peace and order between rival miner 
factions following an outbreak in 
which one man was shot/and about 
20 others injured. 

Gov. Henry Horner at Chicago 
late last night commanded Ad ju- 
tant-General Carlos Black to mobil- 
ize three companies of Illinois Na- 
tional Guardsmen. Similar action 
was taken for the same purpose in 
Christian County months ago. 

Previously the Governor demand- 
ed that four Sangamon County 
mines remain closed today. 

The clash occurred. yesterday 
when members of the United Mine 


Workers’ Union were attacked by 


pickets as they attempted to leave 
a mine situated within the city 
limits after their day’s work. Of- 
ficials said the pickets had been 
sent out from headquarters of the 
Progressive Miners’ Union. 
Efforts for Truce Fail. 

Earlier in the day a joint legis- 
lative committee had attempted to 
bring. about a truce at a confer- 
ence with leaders of both factions. 

After the attack in which officials 
said more than 1000 pickets engaged 
in combat with miners leaving the 
Capitol Coal Mine, Mayor John W. 
Kapp of Springfield and State’s At- 
torney Alfred Greening called a 
conference at which it was decided 
to request. the aid of troops. 

Present at the conference were 
Gen. Black, Acting Sheriff John 
Murray, Chief of Police Carl Nuess, 
Sergt. L. M. Taylor, acting head 
of the State Highway Police; 
Deputy Sheriff Elmer Metcalf and 
Richard Shand of Gen. Black’s 
staff. 

Officials admitted they had been 
taken off their guard as they had 
centered their forces at the Peer- 
less mine, north of the city, in ex- 
pectation of a repetition of an af- 
fray there Thursday night, and con- 
sequently were unprepared for the 
outbreak at the Capitol mine.

He said Col- 
Uns liked McManus as a manager 
and that the former baseball star 
would not bother with the playi 
end of the game, but would only 
interest himself in the business end 
of the club. 

The announcement was made at

Quinn said Yawkey would be presi- 
dent of the club and Collips would 
be vice-president and treasurer. 

The sale means the passing of 
Quinn from Boston baseball.

The Moment of Contrition 


N OPEN-HEARTED child who 
A normally is attached to his par- 

ents goes through a moment of 
genuine contrition after he really 
understards that he has done 
wrong. 


He wants to be forgiven and he 
wants to be good. Often because he 
cannot say this in so many words 
his parents think that he is not suf- 
ficiently sorry. then 
they make the mistake of harrying 
bim with demands to say he is sor- 
ry and to promise in so many words 
that he will never do such a thing 
again. 

| They go over his misdeeds again 
and again and point out over and 
over how naughty he has been and 
how much he has pained them. 
They even use veiled threats of 
dire consequences should he repeat 
bis wrong-doing, trying in every. 
way to extort some outright expres- 
sion of repentance, some hard and 
fast guarantee of future good be- 
havior. 

Such treatment is psychologically 
mistaken. If it is evident that the 
child understands that he has 
done wrong and rues it, this is 
enough.

Provisions of Bill. 

The important paragraph of the 
amended resolution is as follows: | 

“With the approval of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, the Comptrol- 
ler of the Currency shall have and 
may exercise to such an extent as 
he deems advisable with respect to 
any national banking institution, 
any powers which the state officials 
having supervision of state banks, 
savings banks or trust companies 
in the state in which such national 
banking institutions are located 
may have with respect to such in- 
stitutions under state laws now in 
force or hereafter enacted.” 

The resolution further provides 
that the powers granted to the 
Comptroller shall terminate six 
months from the Presidents ap- 
Proval of the legislation, unless the 
President by proclamation extends 
these powers for an additional six 
Months. 

The object of the proposed emer- 
gency legislation is to put national 
banks in the same position, if de- 
sirable, as state banks n those 
States where state laws of perma- 
nent or e cy nature, give 
State officials greater latitude than 
hational officials.
